It has, been 
suggested that a skunk hesitates 
to use {ts other means of pro- 
tectiort pecause the fluid it sprays 
Is also Gistasteful to the skunk. 

A book on the subject of 
skunks, wood pussies or polecats 
as they are sometimes called, 
states the animals are sble to 
throw the fluid about 10 feet and 
the book adds, “sometimes with 
disconcerting accuracy.” Smell- 
ing skunk at anytime does: not 
necessarily mean he is in the 
immediate area. The odor has & 
range of one-half a mile, depend- 
ing on the wind direction. 

_The amount of scent ex 
by the anima] is not much. Ac- 


ty. When Mrs. Worsick’s skunks 
wish to be picked up they get 
in front of her and raise their 
tails straight into the alr. The 
doctor who attends the animals 
explained that this is the proper 
procedure for picking them up.
